Let them hate 

Supreme Court rules church has right to stage anti-gay protests at funerals

FRANKFURT, Germany Two American 
troops were shot and killed Wednesday 
in an incident on a U.S. military bus at 
Germany’s Frankfurt Airport, authorities 
said. 

Two others were wounded, President 
Obama told reporters, saying he was “sad- 
dened and outraged” by the attack. “We 
will spare no effort in learning how this 
outrageous attack took place,” he said, 
adding that the United States is working 
with German authorities. 

One person is in custody, police spokes- 
man Juergen Linker said. 

A U.S. military official said initial re- 
ports were that two people had been 
killed, including the driver of the bus. 
They were U.S. Air Force airmen from 
Lakenheath base in the U.K., said the of- 
ficial, emphasizing the information was 
preliminary 

Two others are wounded, said the 
source, who was not authorized to speak 
publicly about the incident. They were 
security forces on their way to a deploy- 
ment, the source said, without saying spe- 
cifically where they were heading. 

They were flying commercial, not on 
a military plane, according to the source. 

It’s believed the German police have 
a young Kosovo national in custody the 
U.S. official said. 

Police said they believe the suspect 
stormed onto the bus as it was waiting at 
the terminal and began shooting. 

“There was an incident today where 
two American soldiers were killed at 
Frankfurt airport,” German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel said. “We don’t know the 
details but I would like to say how upset 
I am.”

WASHINGTON A Kansas church that at- 
tracted nationwide attention for its angry 
anti-gay protests at the funerals of military 
members has won its appeal at the Supreme 
Court, an issue testing the competing con- 
stitutional rights of free speech and privacy 

The justices, by an 8-1 vote, said Wednes- 
day that members of Westboro Baptist 
Church had a right to promote what they 
call a broad-based message on public mat- 
ters such as wars. The father of a fallen Ma- 
rine had sued the small church, saying those 
protests amounted to targeted harassment 
and an intentional infliction of emotional 
distress. 

“Speech is powerful. It can stir people to 
action, move them to tears of both joy and 
sorrow, and— as it did here— inflict great 
pain. On the facts before us, we cannot re- 
act to that pain by punishing the speaker,” 
Chief Justice John Roberts wrote for the 
majority 

At issue was a delicate test between the 
privacy rights of grieving families and the 
free speech rights of demonstrators, how-

BAPTIST CHURCH? 

The congregation is made up mostly of 
pastor Fred Phelps and his family. The 
pastor has 13 children, and at least 54 
grandchildren and seven great-grand- 
children. Fie described himself as an 
“old-time” gospel preacher in a CNN inter- 
view in 2006, saying, “You can’t preach 
the Bible without preaching the hatred 
of God.” 



ever disturbing and provocative their mes- 
sage. Several states have attempted to im- 
pose specific limits on when and where the 
church members can protest. 

The church, led by pastor Fred Phelps, 
believes God is punishing the U.S. for “the 
sin of homosexuality” through events in- 
cluding soldiers’ deaths. Members have 
traveled the country shouting at grieving 
families at funerals and displaying such 
signs as “Thank God for dead soldiers,” 
“God blew up the troops” and ‘AIDS cures 
fags.” 

Westboro members had appeared out- 


side the 2006 funeral for Lance Cpl. Mat- 
thew Snyder in Westminster, Md. 

Snyder’s family sued the church in 
2007, alleging invasion of privacy, inten- 
tional infliction of emotional distress and 
civil conspiracy A jury awarded the family 
$2.9 million in compensatory damages plus 
$8 million in punitive damages, which were 
later reduced to $5 million. 

The church appealed the case in 2008 
to a federal appeals court, which reversed 
the judgments a year later, siding with the 
church’s allegations that its First Amend- 
ment rights were violated. 

Albert Snyder, Matthew’s father, said his 
son was not gay and the protesters should 
not have been at the funeral. 

“I was just shocked that any individual 
could do this to another human being,” Sny- 
der said. “I mean, it was inhuman.” 

Church members say their broader mes- 
sage was aimed at the unspecified actions of 
the military and those who serve in it. They 
believe U.S. soldiers deserve to die because 
they fight for a country that tolerates ho-

Is technology your new wingman when it comes 
to hookups? 

Consider these results from a recent survey by 
Shape and Men’s Fitness magazines: 

» Nearly four out of five women and three out 
of five men say they believe texting, Facebook 
and other social networking tools cause new 
couples to jump into bed faster, according to the 
1,200 women and men who participated in the 
third annual sex survey 

» 38 percent of women say they have actually 
slept with a date sooner because of digital inti- 
macy 

» Even before the magic begins, 70 percent of 
women and 63 percent of men use Google and 
other online tools to screen potential dates. 

» 65 percent of those polled said they had been 
asked out by text and 49 percent through a Face- 
book message. 

Kevin Atkinson, 25, says he’s been asked out 
twice via text message, but neither instance 
lasted. “We went on a couple dates, but nothing 
serious.” 

Atkinson can see, though, how texting and so- 
cial media could fast forward intimacy. 

“I think it just makes it easier to approach peo- 
ple so there’s less of a fear of rejection,” the Boys- 
town resident told RedEye. 'And then people get 
more involved faster.” 

Atkinson also admits to using Facebook to 
scope out potential dates before meeting them 
in person. 

“If it’s someone who has mutual friends with 
me, that’s what I’ll look up,” he said. “If I meet 
someone out somewhere and we exchange num-

bers, I’ll look them up after we meet a 
few times.” 

Call Kelly Boylan old-fashioned. The 
31-year-old told RedEye she’s been asked 
out on Facebook, “but I said no; it was 
kind of creepy ... I’d prefer if you just 
walked by and asked me out.” 

Even beyond social media, texting 
emerged as the No. 1 way couples stay in 
touch, the survey found, with men tex- 
ting 39 percent more often than phoning 
and women 150 percent more. 

“It’s quick, easy and everyone does it 
so often ... it’s easier to put yourself out 
there and easier to try to get to know 
someone that way” says South Loop 
resident Tiana Sakona, 20. “So in that re- 
spect it expedites things, you can easily 
get to know people without the pressure 
of a phone conversation.” 


Bela Gandhi, the founder of Chica- 
go-based smartdatingacademy.com, 

agrees that “your textual relationship 
can lead to a sexual relationship.” 

But she cautions that though texting, e- 
mail and IMing can increase the frequen- 
cy of communication between potential 
couples, it doesn’t necessarily increase the 
quality of that communication. 

“I think it can create a false sense of 
closeness and intimacy” she said. 

Consider this: More than 90 percent 
of a first impression is based on non- 
verbal cues, facial expressions, how you 
look, how you dress, your tone of voice; 
only 7 percent is based on the words you 
use, according to Gandhi. 

“When you’re talking about relation- 
ships, you’re talking about connections, 
physical, emotional and intellectual 


chemistry and how much of that can you 
experience, if at all, over text?” the dat- 
ing expert said. 

Mayur Patel ofWrigleyville disagrees. 
“I think if you’re texting all day long, 
you’ll feel closer to that person,” the 
27-year-old told RedEye. 

The bottom line of the technology- 
dating debate may be best summed up 
by Andrea Lavinthal, co-author of “The 
Hookup Handbook.” 

“You can use these enhanced commu- 
nication tools to your advantage ... but 
you can’t use that as your sole method 
of getting to know that person,” Lavin- 
thal said. “If you can’t sit down and have 
a conversation with them face to face as 
easily as you can via text, then it’s a prob- 
lem.”

Say what? 

In dating, 
speaking 
styles count

American researchers have found a new way to 
predict the success of a relationship— compare 
the speaking style of a couple. 

In a study of college students, they found 
that couples whose language was in sync were 
almost four times more likely to want to see 
each other again than those who did not use 
similar language. 

“We are able to predict this at higher rates 
than the people themselves,” said Professor 
James Pennebaker, of the University of Texas, 
who headed the research team. 

The researchers, who reported their findings 
in the journal Psychological Science, focused 
on function words — the words that show how 
nouns and verbs relate. For example: a, be, any- 
thing, that, will, him. 

“We found that function words are a pow- 
erful reflection of somebody’s psychological 
state,” Pennebaker said. “Ym can tell when 
people are in the same state or are on the same 
page.” 

As part of the experiment, about 40 pairs of 
college students participated in 4-minute speed 
dates and had their conversations recorded. 

A second part of the study examined the ev- 
eryday instant message conversations between 
already dating couples over a 10 -day period. 
The conversations were analyzed by a comput- 
er for words and conversational patterns. 

Pennebaker said that researchers were once 
again able to fairly accurately predict which 
couples would continue dating. 

“The higher their style matching scores, the 
more likely they were to still be dating later 
on,” Pennebaker said. 

About 80 percent of the couples whose con- 
versational styles were similar still were dating 
three months after the experiment, compared 
with just 54 percent of couples whose styles 
were markedly different. 

Pennebaker said that the results were nota- 
ble because they occur during everyday conver- 
sations, even though most people don’t notice. 

“None of us pay attention to these words,” 
Pennebaker said. “We don’t really make 
that decision; it just comes out of our 
mouths.” f

Melvoin-Berg said the couple enjoys 
having people watch them have sex and 
were not paid.

By Tracy Swartz i redeye 
Edgewater and Woodlawn each saw two 
homicides in the past week, a RedEye analy- 
sis of preliminary police data found. 

In Woodlawn, an 18-year-old man was 
shot to death Feb. 23 in the 800 block of 
East 63rd Street, officials said. The next day, 
a 25-year-old man was fatally shot in the 
6100 block of South Cottage Grove Avenue, 
police said. 

Woodlawn has seen three homicides so 
far this year. The community area recorded 
eight homicides last year, according to 
RedEye data. 

Meanwhile in Edgewater, two men, 
ages 33 and 37, were found stabbed to 
death Saturday in the 5800 block of North 
Winthrop Avenue, officials said. 

So far this year, Edgewater has seen three 
homicides-all stabbings. Of the 12 homicides 
the community area has seen since January 
2008, half of the cases were fatal stab- 
bings. Typically in Chicago, about 7 percent 
of homicides annually are fatal stabbings, 
according to RedEye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
recorded in Auburn Gresham, Brighton Park, 

Englewood, Humboldt Park and Roseland in 
the last week, RedEye determined. 

February ended with 23 homicides, down 


from 24 homicides recorded in February 
2010, RedEye found. 

So far March has seen two homicides. 
Thirty-one homicides were recorded in 
March 2010, RedEye determined.

Butler on the way 

Rasual Butler’s agent confirmed to the Tribune 
that the veteran swingman plans to join the Bulls 
after clearing waivers. “We are looking forward to 
contributing to the team’s ongoing success,” agent 
Andy Miller wrote in a text message. 




The enduring image from this 83-80 loss to Atlanta 
was Kyle Korver putting his hand on his forehead in 
disbelief. 

Korver fired the final shot, a 3-point try with about 
three seconds left. It was on line but caught nothing 
but air. 

“I actually thought I made it,” he said. “I was 
shocked that it was that short.” 

The Bulls scored the first 14 points, led by 19 in the 
second quarter and took a 50-33 advantage into the 
locker room. 

But coach Tom Thibodeau saw warning signs. 

“I thought we got real loose at the end of the sec- 
ond quarter— one-handed passes, one-handed catch- 
es,” he said. “You have to play tough with a lead.” 

Instead the Bulls played sloppily after the break, 
shooting just 30.6 percent with more turnovers (9) 
than assists (8). The result was a serious misstep in their 
quest for the top seed in the Eastern Conference. 

“We haven’t had a loss like this all year,” Joakim 
Noah said. “It hurts.” 


Noah tried to shoulder the blame, saying he erred 
by “not coming out with the right juice” in the second 
half. Though he did grab a team-high 12 rebounds, 
Noah had trouble containing Hawks center and for- 
mer Florida teammate Al Horford, who tied his ca- 
reer high with 31 points (with 16 rebounds). 

Derrick Rose also took a bullet, and his was war- 
ranted. Rose had perhaps his worst game of the sea- 
son, missing 16 of 21 from the field and committing 
six turnovers. 

“I missed shots I normally hit and made some care- 
less passes that led to fast breaks,” he said. “This game 
was definitely on me.”
